Week’s Production Zooms to 102,310 Units as Ford Reopens, Plymouth 
Resumes After Strike End; GM July Sales Set All-Time Record with 
163.818 Units; Passenger Car Sales in July Estimated at 335,000 


Reopening of Ford after a three-week 
Output Bounds shutdown and resumption of full oper- 
to 102,310 as ations at Plymouth, following a three- 
Ford Reopens day strike, will send production of cars 
and trucks in the United States and 
Canada to 102,310 units the current week, a new high 
for the summer season, according to ADN estimates. 
This compares with 78,792 units turned out in the previ- 
ous week, and 61,746 in the corresponding period a 
year ago. 

The Ford reopening, on a 6,000-per-day schedule for 
1937 models, leaves Packard, Studebaker, Nash-LaFayette, 
Oldsmobile and Cadillac-LaSalle as the remaining plants 
now closed for inventories. Both Cadillac and Oldsmobile 
stopped assembly lines last Friday, but about 800 Olds- 
mobiles are being made this week in the Linden, N. J., 
assembly plant of GM. Early reopenings are expected at 
the plants now closed, while others are due to join this 
group in the near future. 

Chrysler divisions remain the only group which as yet 
is not tapering output. Plymouth’s production last week 
was cut to 5,500 by a strike resulting from a fracas be- 


tween United Automobile Workers Union and a rival | 


group, but the factory was reopened Monday and a 
normal output of 11,000 cars and trucks is scheduled this 
week. Dodge has its normal 9,000 carded, Chrysler 2,200 


and De Soto 2,100, giving the Chrysler group a grand} 


total of 24,300 for the current week. This compares with 
18,800 last week and 20,450 a year ago, according to ADN 
figures. 


Due to the Oldsmobile and Cadillac-LaSalle closings, | 


the General Motors group production this week will drop 


to 40,565 units, as against 46,762 units a week ago and/| 


32,000 last year. Chevrolet, which began a gradual taper- 
ing off iast week, plans about 28,500 jobs this week to 
lead the GM group. Pontiac, slated to close for inventory 
next week, should turn out 6,400 this week, while Buick 
expects 4,865 and Oldsmobile 800 in the Linden plant. 
Operations at Ford did not get into full swing until 
late Monday, and as a result production the current week 
will hit only about 24,000 units. On a 6,000-per-day basis 
for five days weekly, the output hereafter will reach near 
the 30,000 mark. Including about 875 Lincoln Zephyrs 
and 45 big Lincolns, the Ford group total for the current 


week should be 24,910 units, according to ADN figures. | 


With 1,775 cars and trucks scheduled, Willys again 
leads the independent group this week, followed in order 
by Hudson-Terraplane with 1,750, Graham with 320, 
Studebaker with 160 trucks, Cord with a normal 30, and 
the miscellaneous group, which includes trucks, with 
around 8,500 units.

Establishing a new all-time record for 
GM July July in its history, General Motors this 
Sales Hit 

Record during the month reached a total of

seasonal gain of 6.5 per cent over June this year and 
topped the previous July all-time record of 163,459 units 
established a year ago. The July total brought the cor- 
poration’s sales for the first seven months of this year 
to 1,035,044 against 1,127,910 in the first seven months of 
1936. Total sales to dealers in the United States during 
July also reached a new all-time high mark with 187,869 
units bringing the total for the first seven months to 
1,067,057. 

The previous all-time record for July in this category 
was made in July, 1936, when 177,436 cars were shipped 
into dealers’ hands. World sales by General Motors divi- 
sions in July, including shipments to dealers in the 
United States and Canada plus overseas shipment, totaled 
226,681 which was also a new all-time high record for 
the month. The previous record was established last 
year when July sales to all sections reached a total of 
204,693. The July sales this year brought the corpora- 
tion’s total for the first seven months to 1,324,051 units.

With operations resumed at Plymouth on 
Monday, the labor situation in this area is 
now quiet. UAW threats to visit the Ford 
plant 300 strong in an effort to distribute 
union leaflet Wednesday afternoon may 
have some potentialities but observers feel that any dis- 
turbance will be the direct result of union aggression. 
Corporation Counsel James W. Greene, of Dearborn, has 
ruled that the distributers are not entitled to police pro- 
tection on the ground that the United Automobile 
Workers has no legal entity and hence legally does not 
exist at all. Maurice Sugar, UAW attorney, counters that 
while the union is not incorporated it has standing with 
the federal government and has made signed contracts 
with many employers and has the same legal standing 
as a voluntary lodge or association. 

Meanwhile, conferences are continuing between the 
UAW officials and executives of General Motors. Similar 
conferences are being held between officials of the Chrys- 
ler Corp. and union leaders. In both cases the negotia- 
tions are being carried on behind closed doors, with both 
sides refraining from making any statements regarding

Victor 
Emanuel, New York banker, suc- 
ceeds Cord as chairman of the 
board, with the following ad- 
ditions to the board: Tom M. 
Girdler, board chairman of Re- 
public Steel; C. Coburn Darling, 
Gerald E. Donovan, Henry Lock- 
hart jr., R. S. Pruett and Man- 
ning.

far heard from reveal a slight decrease from a year ago, 
and partly on the fact that June of this year recorded a 
leveling-off effect from the previous month. However, in 
view of the strong showing made by the last 12 states to 
report for June, it is considered possible that the same 
may hold true for July and thus boost the month’s total 
over the predicted 335,000 mark. 

If ADN’s estimate does not require revision later on, 
and the 335,000 figure should be approximated, this July’s 
sales will be around 22,000 under the 357,490 registrations 
recorded in the same month a year ago. It will likewise 
total somewhat below the 360,236 sales in June of this 
year. 

The six states so far heard from account for 40,135 car 
sales, as against 41,270 a year ago. Based on this rate, 
this July’s total should be roughly 335,000 sales. How- 
ever, with such few states reported, this estimate may 
have to be revised considerably later on, but in any event 
it is believed that the final figure will not exceed 340,000 
greatly.

PAA Board most interesting development this week is 

Meeting the first meeting of Pennsylvania’s new 
Scheduled motor vehicle dealers commission which is 
scheduled for Wednesday afternoon at 
Harrisburg. This board which was created under the new 
licensing act, which became effective July 1, is given far 
reaching powers in controlling the sales of automobiles 
within the state. Already suit has been started by a group 
of dealers in Philadelphia to enjoin the board for enfore- 
ing the provisions of the new law on the ground that 
control of used car allowance values within the state 
would turn buyers to dealers in other states where such 
limitations are not in effect. Whether or not the suit is 
being brought on a friendly basis as a measure of testing 
the constitutionality of the new law was not learned. 
The fact that it is sponsored by dealers in Philadelphia, 
who might expect real competition from competitors in 
the neighboring city of Camden, N. J., gives rise to the 
belief that it is the real McCoy and a gesture to test 
the teeth of this new legislative effort to enforce ethics 
in the trade.

As these 
states are quite representative, ADN feels that its esti- 
mate of 57,000 will not be far amiss, unless later returns 
show an unexpected change. 

If ADN’s estimate holds true, the July figure will be 
about 6,000-below the total recorded in the same month a 
year ago, and slightly under the 58,628 sales made in 
June of this year.
